SUBJECT : Freds Zledonis LAUNAGS, Aka Mfieds LAUNAGS 



X* This Agency has received f nsa The Ismigraticu and Naturalization 
Service copies of tw letters dated May 20, 1965 and September 2, 1965 
addressed by Freds L ADNAGS to the President of the United States, It is 
oar understanding that your office has already received copies of these 
letters. 



2* Alfreds LAUN&GS was bom an 7 June 1919 in Vecpieb&ga, Latvia. 
He remained in his native country during the first Soviet occupation 
(1948*1941), during the Ceram occupation (1941-1945) and during the 
initial period of the Soviet occupation following the end of World t*ar II. 
He dates to have' been ideologically opposed to the first Soviet Regime 
and to have engaged in minor, tecwise^ttKitial anti-Soviet acts. For a 
short period of time during the succeeding German occupation, ha dates 
to have dote sa® clerical work, indirectly for the Nazi security elenoat 
(53>) in Riga. This work tested only a short ttee because his boss fall 
out of favor with the. Maxi Regtee and was arrested. tAUMAGS was also *r+ 
rested but was released after a short period of incarceration. When the 
Soviets returned to Latvia and reoccopied the country after the defeat 
of the Germans, LAUNAGS dates to have remained there, hiding in the 
woods of the Karroo© area. He says that ho made contact with anti-Soviet 
partisan elements and that cvrrtually they prevailed upon him to leave 
Latvia clandestinely , by boat,\Ia order to seek material assistance frwi 
Western governments. He left Latvia in October 1945 and arrived in 
Sweden where he attempted to establish contact with tha intelligence ser- 
vices of various Wes tom countries. In Sweden h» was reunited with his 
wife wham ha had married in Latvia in 1944 and whom he had not see* since 
August 1944 when she fled to Germany with retreating Wehxrnacht elements. 



5. LAlBiAGS made his first contact with representatives of this 
Agency in 1959 in Sweden. Because of his extensive background knowledge 
or his native coimtry and its people, our representatives expressed an 
interest in employing him in Germany on a contract basis. As a result, 
he and his family travelled from Sweden to Germany in &ay 1951. They 
remained there until 19 October 1952, when they osrigmed to the United 
States. In PSovewber 1957 LAU>tAGS obtained U.5. citizenship through 
naturalixation proceedings. 

4. LAU^CS* contractual agreement with this Agency was terminated 
in December 1959, after he began to show evidence of emotional instability 
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and disturbance* rte was aided in finding suitable outside en^loyttant raid 
was provided with a contact to be used in case .of necessity, faring her 
residence in the United States, Mrs. LAUHA6S was able to complete the 
necessary studios and examinations in order to rests* her career in 
dentistry which she had begtm in Europe. Upon leaving the Seshlngton, 
D.C. area in 1959* the LADNAGS family settled in the Lancaster, 
Pennsylvania area. 

5. From indications received by this Agency during the past nine 
tenths, Alfreds LAUMACS* personal situation began te cteteriomto some- 
time after he moved to Lancaster. He was unable to hold his job and 
lost a ngsber of others in succession. He began to suffer fros s 
persecution complex and began to hove difficulties with his wife. His 
marital relations became progressively worse and his wife initiated 
divorce action at the end of 1964. As a result of the necessary legal 
separation* he moved to Stew York. City, explicating his situation is 
the fact that his teenage sm has exhibited aortal instability and has 
periodically been confined in a Rental institution. In Hew York City 
LAUMAGS held several jbbs but lost thorn because of irrational behavior. 
Since hr\is not employed at present, he survives oa un*B$leynent pay- 
Rents a&d reportedly now has no fixed abode. 

6* According to his wi statements, LWJNAGS has written several 
letters to the President ef the United States and to the Soviet Mission 
to the United tfutioss. He claims that on one occasion be delivered a 
letter i» person to the Soviet offices at the United Jfations. &» ef 
his reasons for writing**-probably the main reason— is his avowed desire 
to return to bis native Latvia. As far as this Agency has been able to 
de tannine, LAUNACS has not yet taken my concrete steps toward repair! * 
aticn, other than the writing of letters in which he jaade generalized 
mention of such a desire. 

7. According to & reliable source of tids Agency, on 17 July 1965 
LA8&AGS paid an unexpected wea fceod visit to a Latvian sunroor ctsap ia 
Ifew York state* He reaainod overnight and became involved in an argu- 
ment with another sum whoa he accused of having occupied his bunk. 

LAI&AGS reputedly became violent, attacked the man and attempted to 
choke, him. Although this created a nocturnal disturbance, the police 
wore not notified becanse tho leaders of the casitp did not wish to ex- 
pose the Latvian caap to adverse publicity.

behavior add mental Instability, and partioiUdrly i n light of his »- 
o^'viotaace- ho , ^nald be GomidtnM a potential 
of idb& Ui^irtcrd States^ aadl to other officials
